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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Sumner: 


1 herewith submit my sixth aiinual report of the schools 
of the town for the municipal year ending February 10, 
1928. 

During the winter and spring terms of this year we 
maintained six schools. At the opening of the fall term 
one more, the Pleasant Pond school, was added to the 
list making seven in all, the maximum number the town | 
has maintained since I have been connected with the 
schools. During the summer vacation new toilets were 
built at Pleasant Pond and the building was put in shape 
for occupancy for the fall term. Considerable repair work 
was done at the Morrill building, papering, painting, mak- 
ing the room much more homelike and attractive. The 
Sumner Hill building was shingled and a few other repairs 
done. All the buildings now occupied have complete toilet — 
repairs in accordance with the provisions of the law. 

It is pleasant to write of the work that has been done 
in the schools for the past year. Two.of the teachers now 
engaged in the work are normal graduates and all the 
others have had some normal training in the line of sum- 
mer school work. One of the graduates took the Helping 
Teacher’s Course at Castine last summer and is now - 
engaged as a Helping Teacher in town. Her work is to 
visit some one of the schools once a week and give the ben- 
efit of her training to any of the teachers who need it. A 
helping teacher is of great benefit in a town where un- : 
trained teachers are employed; and the majority of the 
towns of the state now employ one or more of such teachers. 
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The quality of our teaching is improving with each suc- 
ceeding year. Two things are bringing this about: the 
introduction of more normal graduates into our schools; 
-and the attendance of our young teachers at summer ses- 
sions of our normal schools. The new requirements for 
certification are weeding out a class of teachers who had 
no professional interest in school work and their places 
are being taken by a class of workers who are more alive 
to modern requirements of pedagogy. This advance is 
destined to continue till none but trained teachers are found 
in the schools. When this time comes our schools will 
become standardized in so far as a uniform system of 
teacher training can make them so. The aim of modern 
education seems to be to produce a standardized type of 
schools; not a type that would turn out each child from 
the same educational mould; but a type that would turn 
out various products, each standardized after its kind and 
fitted to take its place in the complex affairs of modern 
dies 

There are many who criticise the modern school and 
_ praise the school of their childhood days. The old school 
taught a few branches well; better perhaps than these same 
branches are being taught today. The old school made no 
distinction among its pupils. It taught to all the same 
studies and in the same way. Fifty years ago it could do 
this for life then was not the complex affair that it is today. 
The modern educator is trying to produce a type of school 
that will train for a many sided citizenship; a type that 
will develop the natural abilities and aptitudes of the child 
and educate him to take his fitting place in the world’s 
work. The fact is invention has brought about a new age 
and educators are trying to develop a school system that 
will train every child in such a way that he will be able 
to meet the requirements of modern life. Much of the 
work of the schools of today is of an experimental nature 
but it will settle down on a permanent basis when modern 
life becomes. stabilized. 
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We are all working for progress in our schools. Two 
strong factors for obtaining it are more normal trained 
teachers and a longer school year. If the best legacies 
we can leave our children are a strong body and a well 
trained mind, and the wise men of all ages have affirmed 
this to be true, then we ought to do all that in us lies for 
their education. When we have done this we can rest 
assured that we have accomplished the work that we were 
placed upon this earth to do, that is, to advance the cause — 
of human knowledge among all classes of men. It is well 
to bear this in mind when the matter of school appropria- 
tions comes up for discussion at the next annual town 
meeting. 

As has been said above, toilet repairs are completed for 
all the school buildings now in use. The next step in the 
repair line will be to provide better heating and ventilation 
for the school rooms. Many towns are installing the 
jacketed stove with an intake air pipe and a ventilating flue. 
‘This stove with its equipment costs about $140 and it is 
the best device obtainable for heating and ventilating a 
small school room. With one of these stoves all parts 
of the room are of the same temperature. Wherever they 
are used it removes the necessity of allowing the children 
to pass to the stove to get warm. At the same time the 
air of the school room is kept in a better condition and 
the tendency to drowsiness is not apparent among the 
children. It would be a good plan to install one of these 
stoves in a school room each year until all rooms have 
been supplied. This work should begin next year and 
an, allowance from the repairs account set aside for it. 

The town has at present twelve students in secondary 
schools, the smallest number it has had at any time for 
the past six years. Nine of these are at Buckfield Hich, 
one at Rumford High, one at West Paris High, and the 
other at Mechanic Falls High. These students are doing 
good work. : 

The opening of the Pleasant Pond school cut off one 


an 


conveyance team; through the fall and winter terms but 
three ‘teams were engaged. Conveyance is still a costly 
problem and it will probably remain so for many years 
to come. Wherever transient children were conveyed the 
state has paid the bills. We received last year $122 from 
this source. In some parts of the town there is a consid- 
erable ebb and flow of population and it is a question at 
times whether there will be pupils enough in these places 
for the profitable maintenance of a school. At the pres- 
ent outlook there will be seven schools with three con- 
veyance teams to provide for next year. 
The following attendance statistics are taken from the 
‘teachers’ registers and from records taken at my regular 
visits to the schools.

In most of the schools the attendance has been good. 
In others it has been better than the table would indicate. 
There have been instances where children have attended 
a school a few weeks and then moved to some other local- 
ity. This cuts down the average attendance in that 
school. At the Morrill school the absences have occurred 
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almost wholly in one family. Illness was the underlying 
cause. There has been an unusual amount of sickness 
among the East Sumner pupils causing the school to be 
closed for two weeks. The majority of absences at all 
the schools were of an excusable nature. 

This report closes with a financial statement showing 
the various expenditures of all school departments.

Estimate of expenditures for the school year 1928-’29: 


It is a difficult matter to estimate school expenses a 
year in advance of the time when many of these expenses 
will be incurred. Things will come up to cause expendi- 
tures that could not be foreseen at the time when the 
estimates were made. State laws are so stringent in mat- 
ters of school conveyance and school attendance that 
school officials have little option in such matters. A town 
may or may not expend money on a piece of road any 
given year. Not so in school affairs. Here the law steps 
in and tells you what you must and must not do. 

If we pay up the overdraft in common school’s account 
$3,000 will give us just thirty weeks of school with school 
conditions as they are today. $3,200 will give us a thirty- 
two week year. I would never settle back on a thirty 
week year. That would be a step backwards. 
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For a thirty-two week year and school conditions as 
they are today I would advise: 


Common Schools, $ 3,200 00 
High School Tuition, 600 00 
Repairs, 350 00 
Superintendence, 210 00 
Text Books, 125 00
